REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  under 
private  contract  and  provides  a  fortnightly  collection  in 
the  built-up  area  and  a  monthly  collection  in  the  out-lying 
areas.  The  service  has  operated  satisfactorily  during  the

2  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

1  licence  was  not  renewed  as  the  premises  are  no 

longer  used  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  mixtures. 

40  current  annual  licences  are  now  in  force  in  respect 
of  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum  mixtures  at  40 
premises,  an  increase  of  1  over  last  year*. 

29  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


MORTUARY. 

1  body  was  received  into  the  Mortuary  during  the  year. 
No  post— morten  examinations  were  carried  out. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 


Applications  were  received  for  Standard  Improvement 
Grant s' -in  respect  of  34  properties  and  grants  were  awarded 
in  each  case. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 


As  the  required  works  of  improvement  have  not  yet 
been  completed  in  respect  of  the  one  private  slaughterhouse 
in  the  district,  the  premises  have  remained  un-licenced  during 
the  year.  No  slaughtering  has  therefore  been  carried  out 
on  the  premises  and  no  meat  inspection  undertaken. 


CARAVANS. 


Under  the  terms  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960,  inspections  were  made  of  all  existing 
sites.  Five  sites  for  single  caravans  are  now  licenced  under 
the  Act,  prior  planning  approval  having  been  received.  There 

are  no  multiple  sites  in  the  area  of  this  Authority. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Bulk  water  consumption  for  the  district  was  27,606,000 
gallons  or  75,632  gallons  per  day  equivalent  to  29  gallons  per 
head  per  day  in  respect  of  the  population  served.
